The curse was death to 
all who failed to keep the Law, and 
none kept tho Law, except Jesus, 
therefore all the Jews were under tho 
curs© of death, consequently they could 
not get life through the Law; some­ 
one must be found competent to keep 
the Law and bear its curse 
those 
under it were to be released. 
This 
Jesus accomplished (Galatians 4:4, 5; 
Isaiah, 4:5).

In the minds of well informed good 
roads advocates throughout Missouri 
and other states the words, “Sedalia,” 
“P enis County” and “Good Roads,” 
are synonymous term s, for the reason 
th at our activities and achievements 
on l>ehalf of rock road building have 
become so widely known th at every­ 
one within any reasonable distance 
of this location looks upon the citi­ 
zens of this city and county as not 
only builders of rock roads, but lead­ 
ers in efforts for th at end. 
The visit to this city last Thursday 
evening of a delegation of good roads 
boosters from Kansas City and other 
Jackson county points revived recol­ 
lections of the red-hot campaign led 
by citizens of Sedalia on behalf of the 
southern route highway during the 
year 1911. 
This city and county sent 
to Jefferson City on the occasion of 
the selection of the “official route” 
one of the largest delegations among 
the many large ones there, and it was 
freely conceded even by partisans of 
competing routes that the southern 
route advocates made an exception­ 
ally strong case, and it was (be gen­ 
eral impression of the friends of this 
route along its entire length that, had 
the locating commission decided tC 
designate the southern as the offi­ 
cial route it v mid have been com­ 
pleted in advance of any of the oth­ 
ers, and all who are fam iliar with tho 
topography of the country traversed 
by those several cross-state lines rec­ 
ognize the fact that this one is the 
roost practical, can be more cheaply 
and 
speedily 
constructed, 
passes 
through the state’s m ost important 
interior cities and towns and there­ 
fore would be the most useful and 
popular 
route 
for 
transcontinental 
travel. 
It is doubtful w hether our own peo­ 
ple here in P ettis county fully realize 


the whole significance of this high­ 


way when it is completed. 
Motor 


travel, which has already assumed 
tremendous proportions, is yet in its 
infancy and within a few’ years its 
volume 
will 
be 
manifolded 
many 
times. 
Sedalia, because of size and 
central location and in direct line 
between the state’s two great cities, 
would be a sort of term inus or day’s- 
end station for thousands of m otorists 
passing from one side of the conti­ 
nent to the other and the influx of 
people from east to west who would 
traverse this highway would give a 
tremendous impetus to all kinds of 
business. 
Sedalia is particularly favored by 
reason of the extensive mileage of 
rock roads already 
radiating 
from 
this city, but we have only begun to 
realize on the profitable possibilities 
of a thorough and universal system of 
rock roads. 
The completion of the 
southern route from end to end will 
so stim ulate rock road construction 
in all adjacent

that 
the 
feeders that will spring into existence 
almost by magic will cause this high 
way to resemble a tree trunk with its 
I innumerable side branches all lead­ 
ing to the main line and by ii to the 
im portant trade centers. 
Iii answer to the question, “What 
im portant undertaking will tile Boos­ 
ters’ club tackle next?” we could not 
do better for our city and county and

together 
and used to travel together—but that 
was before the advent of “Eli." 
W ere I to attempt to be cute at his 
expense he would repay in like coin 
with maybe 
less 
alloy’—those 
who 
have heard him know’ that, he is some­ 
what of a josher himself, and the 
fellow who affects to be “funny” with 
Sam usually knows he had a run for 
his money’, 
I tried it one time, ant 
I know. Let me digress about thai 
“one time. 
It was down at Cabool, in Texas 
county, where he and I both gracec 
the same platform at a 
big 
stock 
show. 
At that time f was secretary 
of the Missouri Sheep Breeders’ as 
sociation. so. of course was assigned 
to “talk sheep.”

The county courts of certain other 
counties having I arm advisers have 
provided those men with machines, 
hence the Bureau 
of 
Agriculture’s 
advisory council thought

Anti-Tuberculosis 
Report 
for 
July. 


The work of the association has 
continued 
with 
beneficial 
results. 
Miss Baker, the trained visting nurse, 
made 170 visits during the month of 
July; 112 were made for the associa­ 
tions patients, 7 of which are newly 
discovered cases. 
These visits were 
made to 39 different patients. 
Fifty-eight visits were made for the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance company 
in twenty-seven different homes. 
Five patients were taken to the 
city physicians. 
Four hundred and 
forty sputum cups were given out and 
countless numbers of napkins, one of 
the greatest of the sanitary and pre­ 
ventive measures. 
The St. Louis association’s station­ 
ery bears the following inscription, 
which opens the eyes of its behold­ 
ers: 
“One out of every ten deaths 
in St. Louis is caused by tuberculo­ 
sis. Join the fight tQ stamp it out.” 


The following is the reason why all 
should eo-bperate in Working against 
it: 
“ Unlike other diseases, tubercu­ 
losis attacks the warm blooded and 
tile cold blod&cd"itannals, the fish of 
the sea, the fowls of the air, and the 
living things that move 
upon 
tile 
earth. 
Tuberculosis is more than the 
enemy of man. it is the e’mroy of 
life.”
